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Final Clinic For 
Rabies Saturday 


The final free clinic for dogs will 
be held on Saturday morning from 
9 to 12 at the Central ‘Fire Station. 
Chairman Franklin H. Stacey of the 
soard of Health reports that three 
dogs have had rabies this year with 
the result that 11 people have been 
obliged to visit the doctor 14 times 
for inoculation, and he urges that 
all dogs be inoculated each year, 
thus increasing the immunity. 

Mr. Stacey has issued the follow- 
ing notice: 

The State Department of Health 
requires that all dog bites must be 
reported to the local Board of 
Health. 

The procedure recommended: 

1. Do not permit anyone to kill 
the dog. If it is killed at once, it 
may be impossible to determine 
promptly ‘whether or not it is 
rabid. 

2. Keep the dog under observa- 
tion for two weeks. When tthe case 
is reported to the ‘Board of Health 
the animal inspector will care for 
this. If the dog is well at the end 
of two weeks, the transmission pos- 
sibility of rabies at the time of 
biting may be dismissed. 

3. If the dog becomes sick have 
it examined by a veterinarian. 

4. If the dog dies have its head 
sent to the laboratory. 

Cauterize wound. This should be 
done by a physician. Fuming nitric 
acid should be used. Iodine, mer- 
curochrome or simlar antiseptics do 


not cauterize nor are any other 
cauterizing agents effective. Have 
your dog inoculated. 

The last free clinic will be held 
at the Central Fire Station Satur- 
day, May 7. The time 9 to 12. Dogs 
should be treated every year and 
each year will increase the immu-

Burn Library Books 
In Contagious Cases 


Since there have been an unusual | 
number of cases of scarlet fever 
during the past weeks, the Memor- 
ial Hall Library wishes to reassure 
all parents about books that have 
been exposed to contagion, 


As soon as a case is reported to 
the Board of Health, that Board at 
once sends notice to the Library. 
Not only scarlet fever cases, but all 
cases of any infectious disease,— 
even dog bites,—are reported im- 
mediately in this manner. 

On receipt of the notice, the Li- 
brary checks any books that may 
be in these homes. If any are out, 
the family is notified not to return 
them until the patient is out of 
quarantine, and then to wrap them 
carefully before bringing back. No 
fine is charged, and any book that 
has been in contact with the case 
ig destroyed by the Library. In or- 
der to be certain about the matter, 
the Trustees and Librarian prefer 


|the books to be returned so that 


they may be burned in the Library 
furnace. This return is requested, 
because, in the past, when families 
were trusted to destroy the books, 
it was not always done. But all An- 
dover parents may be assured that 
no books known ‘to have been ex- 
posed to contagious diseases are 
ever again circulated after being 
brought back to the Library.

A large catalogue case, a bulletin 
board, framed photographs and sev- 
eral movable small bookcases made 


the room still more attractive. 
Since then, storm windows have 
made it more comfortable during 
cold weather, and in 19387, the 
woodwork and walls were re- 
painted. 

Every year of the twenty-five, 


new books have been ‘bought, while 
the deposit loans from the main 
library were gradually withdrawn, 
until today the branch proudly dis- 
plays a book collection of 3461 vol- 
umes, all its own permanent prop- 
erty. 

And, during the quarter-century, 
the people of the village have bor- 
rowed from their library a total of 
177,006 books. Such use shows true 
appreciation of an undertaking, 
which, starting most modestly, has 
become a real influence in the life 
of the Ballardvale community.

In the year 1908 she organized | 
the Women’s Social and Political | 


‘ Union in London which had as its | 


object the attainment of political | 
equality for women with men. 


From the year 1905 to the year | 
1914 Mrs. Pankhurst and her fol- 
lowers carried on an aggressive | 
campaign, which included the fir- 
ing of churches, heckling cabinet 
ministers and bombing Lloyd} 
George’s country house, which re-| 
sulted in her being imprisoned sev- 
|eral times, together with many of) 
her followers, instigating hunger | 
strikes and enduring the suffering | 
necessitated by forceful feeding. 

Previous to the outbreak of the | 
World War she had made three | 
trips to the United States lectur- | 
ing to raise funds ‘to carry on her 
work. 

During the war she and her fol-| 
lowers ceased their militant tactics 
and devoted their energies to work 
of a useful national character. An 
Act was passed in the year 1918 
which gave equal suffrage to 
| women. 

After a sojourn of several years | 
in Canada and Bermuda, for the 
| benefit of her health, she returned 
to England in the year 1925 and 
|again showed great interest in poli- 
tics. 

A year after her death a bronze 
statue was erected in Westminster 
and her portrait hung in the Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery. 
| Mrs. Pankhurst’s genius for or- 
| ganization, power of oratory, charm 
|of personality and great influence 
over her large following gave her 
|a unique place in the history of 
woman suffrage.
